AUSTIN, July 1 


Governor W. Lee O'Daniel 


, today signed a bill return- 
fing to all counties half the 
ad valorem taxes collected 
within their borders for the 
.state's general fund. 


The remissions, w h i c h 


would start In 1941 and extend 
over a five-year period, are ex- 
pected to take around $3,500,000 a , 
year from the general fund, which 
.already has an $18,000,000 deficit. 


At the time of the bill's pas- 
sage, legislative opponents 
con- 


tended it would make a general 
•sales tax inevitable. During the 
recent session, O'Daniel support- 
ed without avail a proposed con- 
stitutional 
amendment containing 
a 2 per cent sales tax. 


Action on the general 
remis- 


sion proposal cleared the gover- 
nor's desk of virtually all import- 
ant .legislation except appropria- 
tion bills. They must be acted on 
by tomorrow midnight, and the 
governor 
has 
intimated 
there 
may be substantial 
slashing, 


The money returned 
to

counties could be used for unem- 
ployment 
relief, 
flood 
control, 


soil conservation,

property tax rates or any other 
constitutional purpose. 


O'Daniel said the principle of 
remitting taxes was 
"question- 
able" but legislatures for 
years 


had authorized remissions to in- 
dividual counties and that with 


few exceptions one county was

|ion as another.

What was a constitutional princi- 
ple yesterday may be a discarded

Its Silver Price 
Thirty-Five Cents 


"WASHINGTON, July" 10.—</p)— 
The treasury, while cutting its price 
for foreign silver to the lowest it 
ever paid for bullion, apparently 
acted today to stabilize the world 
silver market. 


The treasury cut Its offer from 
38.75 cents an ounce last Friday 
to 35 cents today, but declined to 
follow the reduction which had 
brought the free silver market In 
London down from 36.81 to 33.84 
over the week-end. 


This 
figure 
was 
sufficiently 
above the London silver market 
price of 33.84 cents to enable ship- 
ping of the metal across the At- 
lantic for the first time in about 
two weeks. 


The 35 cents represented, a re- 
duction of 1.75 cents from the last 
quoted price Friday.

dollar bills and received a receipt 
in return. 
Mr.' Marks had moved to Texas 


from New York and had settled 
in Austin.

goods store. Now the Marks fam-

gaging In scientific and 
literary j 
work. 


Hhe wrote so many books, he 
once remarked, that he had for- 
gotten how many. "I must go on 
writing, that Is my relaxation," he 
said on lift last birthday. 


After giving up medicine, 
he 


made a life study of sex, tracing 
:he effects heredity and habits on 
crime and insanity, as well as the 
psychology of sex. 


Through much of his life he was 


inable to get his books published 
n England and this country knew 
most about his works from Amer- 
can publishers. In more recent 
years, however, they gained wide- 
spread acceptance here. 


Hig "Studies in the Psychology 


of Sex" was banned in- 1898 by an 
old Bailey Jury which decided the 
six volumes werc^ obscene.

national guard armory board. 


The road bill, financed by a one- 


cent portion of tho state gasoline I 
tax, authorizes distribution of rev- 
enue to counties on a formula ba- 
sis to be used in paying the debt 
on locally constructed roads which 
have become a part of the desig- 
nated state system and for 
fi- 


nancing new lateral roads planned 
by counties and road districts. 


Payments to subdivisions, 
due 


after Sept. 15 of each year, will 
be based one-tenth on area, two- 
tenths on population, three-tenths 
on motor vehicle registration and 
four-tenths on lateral road mile- 
age. 


Counties are required to use the 


revenue first to pay principal, In- 
terest and sinking fund require-

CHOOSING SIDES 


As two groups of nations 


seem to be choosing sides 
for another world stuggle, 
it is important for Ameri- 
cans to be clear as where 
we stand, and 
what 
we 


stand for, and how far we 
propose to go. 


A wholesome 
warning, 


even if it seems unduly 
cynical, is given 
by 
Dr. 


Arnold Wolfers, professor 
of international relations at 
Yale University. 


"The next struggle," he 


says,- "will be fundamental- 
ly a struggle of great na- 
tions in power politics, not 
a crusade against Fascism 
or Communism. The real 
danger of an international 
crusade, 
as 
we 
learned 


tragically in 
the 
World 


War, is that such slogans 
as 'Make the world safe for 
democracy' becomes mere 
instruments serving special 
interests of some great pow- 
er or powers. 


"Little would be won for 


the United States if Fascism 
were defeated only to give 
way to Bolshevism. 


"It is natural either from 


a realistic 
or ideological 


point of view for the Unit- 
ed States to aid the Euro- 
jean democracies econom- 
ically, but I hope fervent- 
ly that we never will be de- 
luded 
into 
sending 
our 


young people to shed their 
blood for Europe's power 
politics." 


So do we all. Many Am- 


ericans would 
put 
more 


stress than the 
professor 


does upon the free prin- 
ciples of life and govern- 
ment represented in the 
great democracies, in con- 
trast with the autocracies 
lined up against them. Also 
on the apparent fact that 
the autocrats are forcing 
the issue and inviting war, 
while 
the 
self-governing 


nations seem clearly defen- 
sive. But if the great war 
once starts, morals and ide- 
ology will doubtless grow 
confused as they did be- 
fore, slogans will do their 
work, and it will be hard 
for most of us to avoid 
rash speech and action. 


The best time to make 


issues crystal-clear is now, 
before the war starts. And 
they would be clearer than 
they are if the big demo- 
cratic powers, Britain and 
France, would indicate how 
far they are welling to go 
in redistribution of terri- 
tory by the "haves" for the 
alleviation 
of the

nots."

dercurrent of pain, perplexity and 
resignation ran

quiet 


services with which Japan com- 
memorated today the second an- 
nlveraary of tho war with China.

lence was observed at noon. Sol- 
emn services wore conducted at

and

offered prayers at palace shrines 
for tho repose of tho souls of 
tho dead.

Arlington," and afterwards rela- 
tives of slain soldiers went there 
quietly for brief devotions. 


The attitude of tho people Is 


one of "It cannot be helped." It 
Implies resignation.

have an active part in the Wash- 
ington scene during the pre-cam- 
palgn year.
